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THE CHINESE TREATY. 


A*ow that the full text of the new 
Chinese treaty has been given to the pub­ 
lic, it does not appear as favorable, and 
there begin to develop reasons that cause 
Us to modify’ a previously expressed judg­ 
m ent. 
It would seem that the property 
clause is loosely drawn, and will adm it of 
all manner of fraud. 
W e had supposed 
th at proof would lie required of something 
more than ownership of a certificate of 
deposit 
in a 
bank, or of debts due 
th e claimant. 
If jwssession at the time 
of application of $1,000 cash is to be 
sufficient to entitle a Chinaman to a return 
certificate, one purse of $1,000 will be suf­ 
ficient to secure certificates for all the 
Chinese in California. 
It is true that the 
return certificate can lie so drawn and 
guarded that it will be with great diffi­ 
culty that any but the real owner, in 
whose name it is issued, can use it—as, for 
instance, by photographing the applicant’s 
face upon the duplicate kept by the Col­ 
lector at the port of departure. 
But the 
treaty does not provide that the holder of 
the certificate must return, if at all, to the 
port from which he departed. 
Again, 
there Ls absence of a provision that we 
had 
assumed, as a m atter of course, 
would 
lie 
found 
in 
the 
treaty— 
namely, 
a 
clause 
requiring 
a 
cer­ 
tificate claimant to show to the satisfac­ 
tion of the Collector of the port that lie 
liad the necessarv qualifications to entitle 
him to a certificate. 
But the second arti­ 
cle of the treaty simply provides that the 
claim ant shall file w ith the Collector a 
paper containing a description of $1,000 
worth of property, or debts due, or a de­ 
scription of his family left behind.

On the other hand ,1 udge Hoff­ 
man, of the United .States D istrict Court 
at San Francisco, gives it as his opinion 
that the treaty will prove a great benefit, 
and operate to exclude the very class of 
Chinese the people wish shut out. 
But 
we judge that the jurist had seen, when he 
expressed that opinion, only the synopsis 
of the treaty text first sent. 
Certainly 
the three sections now telegraphed in full 
arc disappointing, and unless very mate­ 
rially amended by a new Convention will 
do the Administration no credit, and will 
meet with the opposition of the Pacific 
coast Representatives in Congress. 
Air. 
Bayard will scarcely be able at this late 
day to negotiate a new treaty, and Mr. 
Cleveland will thus go before the country 
ai>ologizing for the failure of the Democ­ 
racy to keep its pledge and give the coun­ 
try a satisfactory treaty with China.

It will give no serious trouble to 
imperialism in his day, even if his life is 
greatly extended, but it cannot be crushed 
out, and Frederick knows it.

favors every domestic reform it is possible 
for an imperial power to grant and retain 
its own.

that Germany’s 
strength is best husbanded by internal 
quiet and the largest 
liberty of 
the 
people 
consistent 
with 
the 
existence 
of 
the 
empire 
as 
such. 
Judging 
hmperor Frederick by bis expressions, the 
conduct of his life, and the studies lie has 
voluntarily pursued, he will, if his life is 
extended to the lim it of the ordinary 
lease, prove to be a statesman, such as his 
father was n o t,and one that Bismarck wil1 
not so easily control, and one, moreover, 
who will command more of the German 
heart in his support—since the Liberals 
will stand by him—that even William. 
The latter, by reason of his m ilitary 
prowess and his great achievement the 
unification of the German States, was re­ 
vered by the German 
people; but if 
h rederick lives, he will l¡e honored as the 
liberal Emperor statesman. 
Every indica­ 
tion points to this, and the tendency of the 
age will carry him in th at direction, 
which, happily, is also in line with his in­ 
clination. 
Uzarism is not at all to his lik­ 
ing ; there is nothing of the despotic in 
his character, his whole thought runs in 
the opposite direction.

internal content, and that it will be his 
aim to conserve, a resolution he took, by 
th e way, long ago, and which his whole 
conduct as a man has shown he cherishes 
devotedly.

NEW REGISTRATION. 


ShaJl it b e E ffective A g a in st E lection 
F rauds?—T h e P recin ct R egisters. 
The proposition to have precinct registers 
for Sacramento, as suggested by the Rbcobp- 
Union, in the interests of fair elections, 
and for shutting out fraud, receives the 
unanimous approval of all good citizens. 
The expressions in its favor come from all 
parts of the city, and with such strong 
words of approval as to show determined 
earnestness upon the part of tax-paving 
and substantial voters as a means towards 
ending election frauds. 
If the new register can be so made up as 
to contain only duly qualified voters, and 
these can be grouped under the new dis­ 
tricting into precincts, so as to leave no 
confusion, honest elections ought to be se­ 
cured to the people. 
It must be assumed that every honest 
man wants a clean Great Register made 
—one that cannot be laid open to suspicion: 
one that will not give the bosses a list of 
cattle whose names their tools can vote at 
will. 
Now it is perfectly well known that in 
the past names have been voted from the 
Great Registers by others than their owners, 
and names without owners have also been 
voted by the kind of “ sovereigns ” who 
attempted to capture the First and Second 
W ard polls on the 13th inst. 
If the Assessor’s deputies, as they are 
now doing, cominue to make up the' Reg­ 
ister without taking the definite and exact 
residence of the elector, the utm ost confu­ 
sion will result, and the vote of Sacramento 
county next fall may be the cause of in­ 
terminable trouble and the defeat of the 
will of the people. We will endeavor to 
make this clear: 
1. The Great Register is now cancelled. 
Upon the new one the Supervisors alone 
can base their action in creating new pre­ 
cincts. 
2. The law of 1887 (page 235) reads : Sec­ 
tion 1127—The Board of Supervisors of 
each county must establish a convenient 
number of election precincts therein, with 
such boundaries that not more than three 
hundred and fifty qualified electors of the 
county shall r e s id e in any one precinct. 
3. Let it be noted the words are rjualilied 
electors, not voters who have voted, but 
electors who are entitled to vote. The 
Great Register always shows more names 
than are voted at any election ; sickness, 
i indifference, absence, etc., keeping many 
from the polls. 
■I. The 
Supervisors, therefore, cannot 
take the last election returns nor the can­ 
celled register as a basis for creating the 
new precincts. Even if they were author­ 
ized to do so, it would prove'futile, because 
the old register does not give the residence 
of voters in a way to enable the Board to 
form voters into groups of 350. 
5. Thus, there will be needed for Sacra­ 
mento city hereafter eighteen or twenty 
precinta- certainly not less than seventeen. 
Now, suppose the plan of the Assessor is 
followed out, or the old system, and 600 or 
800 electors are returned as from precinct 
‘•4,” or "41,” how will it be possible for the 
Supervisors to group them from such re­ 
turns as to comply with the law ? 
6. Obviously there is but one way by 
which they can possibly do the work prop­ 
erly, and those gentlemen have, we assume, 
no inclination to do other than their duty 
faithfully—that way is to ascertain the street 
number or definite residence o f every registered 
elector. This they can on’lv do from the 
new Register when completed. If, there­ 
fore, the Assessor and Clerk give them a 
Register with only an indefinite description 
of residence, they cannot comply with the 
law—and it is a wise and good law, de­ 
manded by all the people, and passed by 
the Legislature without a dissenting vote. 
County Clerk 
Hamilton is requiring 
electors to give their street number. 
If 
there is noue then the block in which they 
live, and outside of the city to state as 
nearly as is possible where they live. 
We 
are informed that this is not being done bv 
the Assessor, but trust thut the information 
is incorrect. Certainly that official has no 
interest in defeating the law, and can only 
desire that a clean Great Register be made 
up, and one that will enable the new pre­ 
cinct law to be faithfully observed. 
No elector who wishes to honestly exer­ 
cise the sovereign right, will object "to giv­ 
ing his exact residence. This is required 
in San Francisco, and the same reason that 
applies there applies here. 
B ut there is still another reason why the 
residence should be taken : it will enable 
fraudulent registration to be detected Sub­ 
division 4 of Section 1090 of the Political 
Code requires the Clerk to enter on the 
register opposite the name of each elector 
“ The place of residence (giving the ward 
and precinct.)” It will be observed that 
the parenthesis, like all parenthetical pas­ 
sages, can be omitted without injury to the 
sentence. It would then 
read: “ The 
place of residence”—not the general geo­ 
graphical locality, but the place, the num ­ 
ber. 
But, read the section with the parenthe­ 
sis, and then it is to this effect: " He must 
make the register show the place of resi­ 
dence (giving the ward or precinct).” Which 
is equivalent to saying, giving also the ward 
or precinct. That is, “ Air. Clerk, give the 
elector's residence, and put down also the 
ward or precinct in which such residence 
is claimed.” 
But, besides all this, for general election 
purposes the old precincts are now abol 
ished by the Act of 1887 (quoted above). 
The old precincts contained, in the citv, 
from 1,000 to 1,500 registered electors; the 
new must contain not more than 350 
Therefore, as 
already 
said, 
no 
ref­ 
erence to a precinct u giving a residence, 
because no precincts now exist. Reference 
to a “ ward ” gives the Supervisors nothing 
on which to base the new subdivision. Let 
any one try to lay out the city into groups 
with not more than .'550 electors in each, 
without a list of residences before him, and 
he will see how impossible is the task. 
Finally, if fair play is desired, honest 
elections, no repeating, no voting of false 
names, and no stuffing of ballot-boxes, the 
street num ber and definite residence lo­ 
cality will be taken by the officials. 
If 
they refuse to do this they not onlv violate 
the law, in our opinion, but they fly in the 
face of every man who wants the purity of 
the ballot-box preserved, and to assume 
that any- good citizen desires the safeguards 
of the ballot-box to be weakened, is to in­ 
sult him grossly.

COLICS COURT. 


T h e C ase» B e fo re .Ju d g e B u c k le y Y es­ 
te rd a y . 
Outside of the case of W illiam Farley’ 
charged w ith illegal voting, there was not 
m uch of interest before Judge Buckley yes­ 
terday morning. 
S. Kingbury pleaded guilty to having 
disturbed the peace and was ordered to ap­ 
pear for sentence on Saturday. 
Fred Holland was tried on a charge of 
petit larceny preferred by M. McKenna. 
The evidence showed that a canary bird 
belonging to Mr. McKenna iir.d escaped or 
been let out of a cage at his home on the 
corner of Eleventh and I streets, and that 
the boy Holland caught it on the roof of 
Mr. McKenna’s house. He took it home 
and pending a quarrel over the m atter be­ 
tween Mr. McKenna and H olland's father, 
the defendant's sister let the bird go. De­ 
fendant stated that he did not know the 
bird belonged to Mr. McKenna, aud would 
have returned it to him alter he found out 
that it did, but for the fact that his sister 
had given the bird its liberty and he could 
not catch it again. On this statem ent he 
was discharged. 
Bridget W hite and Catherine Penning­ 
ton were arraigned on charges of disturb­ 
ing the peace and the cases set for trial this 
morning. 
John Kelly appeared in the prisoners’ 
dock under the name of Fritz Krankeu- 
kind, charged with having been drunk. 
H e presented a most comical appearance, 
his countenance being ornamented with 
red and black paint, evidently put on by 
some artist who has had experience among 
the S;oux Indians. He pleaded guilty, but 
stated that this was his first offense and 
was discharged. 
The case of George Berger, charged with 
battery, was continued until April 4th, on 
account of the inability of the complaining 
witness—who is the wife of the defendant— 
to be present. 


T h e B e rg e r T ro u b le s. 
George Berger was arrested yesterday on 
a complaint tiled at Rocklin, Placer county, 
charging him with felony. The charge 
grows out of an alleged assault upon his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Kate Johnson, at her 
home about one mile from Loomis. Berger 
went to the house and took away his boy, 
and it was during a tight for the possession 
of the child that the assault occurred. He 
was to have been tried in the Police Court 
yesterday morning on a charge of battery, 
preferred by his wife, but she was reported 
to be so ill at the County Hospital that she 
could not be brought in, and the case was 
postponed until April 4th. She was in the 
city, however, during the afternoon, and in 
the neighborhood of where Berger lives, 
trying to get possession of the boy. 
While 
Berger was talking to an ofiicer the boy 
disappeared, and 
when 
Berger looked 
around he could not find him . H e at once 
suspected that the officer had been engaging 
him in conversation for the purpose of giv­ 
ing the mother a chance to capture the child, 
which 
the officer stoutly denied. 
He 
says that he had seen the mother in the 
neighborhood a few moments before, and 
thinks that she probably did get the bov, 
but that he knew nothing of it. Up to 9 
o'clock last night Mrs. Berger had not re­ 
turned to the hospital. She is in a very 
delicate condition, and her sufierings under 
all this strain m ust be very severe. Her 
little girl is at the County Hospital. 


U p -C o u n try H o u n d s. 
Coursing matches seem to be reviving, 
and many field contests will take place this 
spring. Sacramento citizens own a num ­ 
ber of good dogs, and in all the contests 
lately they have proven winners. On the 
1st of next month eight San Francisco 
hounds will be matched against eight from 
this city, and will contest near the Twelve- 
Mile House, on the Auburn road. 
The Marysville Appeal says: On last Sun­ 
day, at the Bell Farm , in Sutter count}’, 
there were two coursing trials, which drew 
a large crowd of the admirers of the sport. 
T he ground was a little caked, and hard on 
the hounds' feet, but they did well. The 
first trial was between John Giblin’s “ Sut­ 
ter Boy ” and Samuel Best’s “ Sw ift;" best 
two out of three, for a purse of $«0. The 
contest was won by “ Sutter Boy ” in two 
straight heats. The second contest was be­ 
tween P. Kerrigan’s " Erin ” and C. Kirk's 
“ B. B.,’’ for a purse of $40. This was won 
by “ Erin ” in two straight heats. During 
the day several other contests were made. 
The owners of the winning dogs challenge 
any coursers in the surrounding counties.

Jam es Tnrner was tried before Justice of 
the Peace C. N. Post yesterday afternoon, 
and held to answer in the Superior Court 
to the charges of felony, in having voted 
illegally at the late election. The com­ 
plaining witness was B. Lucy, who testified 
that the prisoner voted at the polling-place 
at Third and K streets, under the name of 
Jam es Turner. The name appeared upon 
the Great Register, but the man appeared 
to be much older than the age given in the 
Register. H is vote was challenged, and he 
swore that he resided at the Brooklyn 
Hotel, on Front street, between K and L 
L streets, John Mooney proprietor. He 
afterwards arrested the man and took 
him down to the Brooklyn Hotel, and Mr. 
Mooney said he did not live there, and he 
never had seen him before ; whereupon he 
took him to the County Jail. 
P. Nash testified that he was a challenger 
at the polls above mentioned, and chal­ 
lenged Turner’s vote. H e swore it in, say­ 
ing, among other things, that he was 45 
years old, while the Jam es Turner on the 
register should have been 39. He arrested 
the man, but the prisoner was taken away 
from him by Jim m y Dwyer, Nick Dole 
and others. 
John Mooney, proprietor of the Brooklyn 
Hotel, testified that Turner never lived at 
his hotel. 
J. C. Kelly, a judge at the election, cor­ 
roborated the statements of the other wit­ 
nesses as to the swearing in of the vote 
and the statements made. 
County Clerk Hamilton produced the 
Great Register, and referred to the original 
entry, which showed that James Turner 
was registered on the 30th of October, 1882. 
After Turner bad been held to answer he 
stated to the District Attorney that he was 
very drunk on election day and was in­ 
duced by others to vote. Besides, he said, 
he had a friend on the ticket that was de­ 
feated, whom he wished to help. H e did 
not want to give the name. H e also stated 
that he had been in the County Jail here 
once for being drunk, and that he never 
slept in any house in the Second Ward. 
Said he was a tramp, and when he was in 
the city he siept around the barges on the 
city front. 
A R f.cord-U nion reporter hunted up his 
record at the County Jail, and found it to 
be as follows: 
On the 7th of September, 1882, James 
Turner was committed to the County Jail 
by Justice J. 0. Tubbs, on a charge of petit 
larceny. 
November 14, 1882, Jam es Turner com­ 
menced to serve out a term of thirty7 days 
for illegal voting. The sentence in this case 
was by Judge W. A. Henry. It was after 
serving out this sentence that he was regis­ 
tered. 
On January7 2, 1883, Jam es Turner, alias 
Farmington, commenced 
a sixty days’ 
service in the chain-gang for vagrancy, 
having been sentenced by Judge Heury. 
January 28, 1884, Jam es Turner, alias 
Farm ington, again appeared at the County 
Jail to serve out a sentence by Judge Henry 
of forty days for vagrancy. 
After this he appears to have changed 
his residence. 


TH E FARLEY CASE. 
The case of W illiam Farley, charged 
with illegal voting, came up before Judge 
Buckley and resulted in a dismissal of the 
complaint on motion of the prosecution. 
Major W. A. Anderson appeared as counsel 
for defendant. 
E. H. McKee, City Auditor and ex officio 
Clerk of the Board of Trustees, was the 
first witness. H e produced the records of 
the proceedings of the Board on the 29th 
of February, ordering the recent city elec­ 
tion, fixing the polling places, and appoint­ 
ing inspectors aud judges. There was an 
election held on the 13th of March, and 
witness voted at that election. H e identi­ 
fied the poll-list used at the First Precinct 
on that day, which was returned to him 
with the ballot-box on the night of the 
election. 
Hiram W . Johnson, clerk of election at 
the First Precinct polls, identified the poll- 
list as having been kept by him. It showed 
the names of those who voted at that pre­ 
cinct on that day. W illiam Farley voted 
there that day. He recognized the defend­ 
ant as the person who voted under that 
name. He swore in his vote, stating that 
he resided in the St. George building, cor­ 
ner of Fourth and J streets. 
H. B. Neilsen, proprietor of the lodging- 
house in the St. George building, testified 
that the defendant’s name was on his night 
register as having lodged at the honse on 
the 11th and 15th of February. H e had 
not lodged there at any other "time during 
the past four months. 
George W , Ficks testified that he was 
acting as a Deputy Sheriff ou the day of 
election, and was stationed at the First Pre 
cinct polls. Saw Farley vote and heard 
him swear in his vote and give his resi­ 
dence as the St. George building. Arrested 
him for voting illegally. 
Major Anderson admitted that Farley 
voted; that he swore in his vote; that he 
gave his residence as the St. George build­ 
ing, and that he did not room in any other 
part of the house except that kept by Mr. 
Neilsen. 
W. H. Sherburn, judge of the election, 
testified to the fact that Farley swore in 
his vote and claimed his residence at the 
St. George building. 
Major Anderson, in his opening state­ 
m ent for the defense, stated that he would 
move for the discharge of the defendant on 
the testimony of the prosecution but for 
the fact that he wanted his client thor­ 
oughly vindicated. Defendant had lived 
in this city most of the time for twenty- 
three y ears; had been away in Yuba 
county, and was registered there, but vas 
transferred back to the Great Register in 
this county in time to entitle him to vote. 
Captain Matt. Karcher testified to having 
known the defendant some twenty-three or 
twenty-four years. Had written to Yuba 
county some six weeks before the election 
for a transfer for Farley. Had known de­ 
fendant as an honest man, who did not be­ 
long to the criminal classes. 
John McFetrish testified to having sent 
for a transfer from Yuba county for defend­ 
ant. H ad known him for twelve or fifteen 
years. 
W m. Farley, the defendant, testified that 
he was 31 years of age. Had lived in Sac­ 
ramento 4Z.j years. 
Was a livery stable 
man. Had lately slept at the St. George 
building, the City Hotel, the Gleeman 
House and other places in the First Pre­ 
cinct. He had a right to vote. 
H is name 
was put on the Great Register about the 
6th of February, in time to get on the sup­ 
plement. 
H ad been engaged as a night- 
watchman at Tim Scriver's, and slept part 
of the time at the stable, at Mechanics’ 
Hotel. Gleeman House, City Hotel and St. 
George, all in the First Precinct. Had not 
roomed outside of these places since he 
was registered. 
Took his meals at the 
Mississippi Kitchen, in First Precinct. 
Officer Ash testified to having known the 
defendant, and to his good character. 
At this point, City Attorney H art moved 
to dismiss the complaint. 
He said that he 
was satisfied that the defendant was en­ 
titled to vote, but that he had made a mis­ 
take in giving his residence as the St. 
George. At the same time he thought that 
Mr.Ficks, the arresting officer, did his duty, 
as he had been furnished by Mr. Nielsen 
with a list of all the lodgers at the St. 
George, and Farley was not among them . 
It was upon this tha', the arreat was made. 
Judge Buckley, in dismissing the case, 
said that he had known the defendant for 
many years, and did not believe him to be 
a nmn who would willfully commit a 
crime, and he was glad the case turned out 
as it did. He did not think Mr. Ficks was 
at all to blame for making the arrest, as he 
was in possession of a list of all the 
roomers at the St. George, and when Mr. 
Farley claimed his residence there, and his 
name was not oh the list, he had good 
reason to suppose the statement was un­ 
true.

George A. Turley and Frank Abbott, 
held to answer by Justice Post for illegal 
voting, will be arraigned before Judge Van 
Fleet this mcining, ami it is understood 
that both intend to plead guilty.

He Will Appear in the Court to Answer 
To-day. 
District Attorney Bruner has filed a com­ 
plaint against W iliiam H. Hall, State Engi­ 
neer, charging him with a misdemeanor, 
under Section 167 of the Penal Code, which 
provides that any officer who is authorized 
to give a certificate or writing as to the cor­ 
rectness of any m atter under his charge, 
and who does it falsely, is guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor. 
Mr. Bruner received a telegram early 
yesterday morning informing him that Mr. 
Hall was living in San Francisco and would 
be up last night to answer any charge that 
might be preferred against him. 
To a Sail Francisco reporter Mr. Hall 
said : “ My work is done under the direc­ 
tion of the Governor. To him I have made 
a written statement of facts in this matter, 
and he has announced that he will investi­ 
gate the charges as soon as he can dispatch 
other business that is waiting on him.

suppose this will be next week. Plea-e say 
for me that I have not knowingly done 
wrong; that all 1 have done has been with 
the object solely of furthering the State 
work in m y charge; that no one has 
profited in the smallest degree by anything 
done, and that Governor Bartlett was cog­ 
nizant of and approved of all that was 
done and is now charged as wrong-doing 
on my part. 
“ Furthermore, please say that the state­ 
ment made by a newspaper correspondent 
that Governor W aterman was or has been 
placated by showing him maps of his lands 
in process of making, or that I said any­ 
thing of the kind, is an infamous lie.

It is stated on the information of a gen­ 
tleman acquainted with the circumstances 
of this case that Governor W aterman noti­ 
fied Controller Dunn on February 14th of 
the irregularities regarding the bills pre­ 
sented by Engineer Hall, and directed the 
Controller not to audit any more of the 
bills. Since that time, it is said, no such 
hills have been audited. On the day men­ 
tioned Engineer H all and Controller Dunn 
met with the 
overnor in his office, and 
Mr. H all at that time explained the m an­ 
ner in which he had drawn the bills. 
From this it appears that Controller Dunn 
knew about the irregularities concerning 
the bills some time before he wrote the let­ 
ter to the Attnrney-General, which was 
published in the R ecord-U n io n Tuesday. 


HANDSOME BLOCKS. 


A n In n o v a tio n in th e L in e o f C ity Im ­ 
p ro v e m e n t. 
The march of improvement in Sacra­ 
mento progresses steadily and rapidly. The 
southeastern pcrt.on of the city within a 
month or two will present a striking con­ 
trast to its appearance at the same time 
last year. Through the exertions of V. S. 
McClatcby, the principal owner in the 
Sherman & Parker tract, the sale of which 
inaugurated the improvements in that por­ 
tion of the city, all the streets from Twenty- 
fourth to Thirty-first, and from R to Y, are 
now being graded. Meanwhile Mr. Mc- 
Ciatchy has commenced elaborate im ­ 
provements upon four of the blocks owned 
by him, and situated between the Electric 
Railway and the Myers Railway, which 
will lend additional 
attractions to the 
neighborhood. On each of the four blocks 
the sidewalks arc being graded and prop­ 
erly curbed, and patent stone walk laid the 
entire length of the block. 
The contract 
for stone walk, let to John McGillivray, is 
perhaps the most extensive one ever made 
in Sacramento by a private individual. In 
addition to these improvements, W. R. 
Strong & Co. have contracted to set out 
semi-tropical ornam ental trees about the 
blocks, comprising sour orange, palm and 
pepper. 
The contracts provide for the 
completion of all these improvements be­ 
fore May 1st, after which a number of 
houses will be erected.

Further to avoid the 
tricks of speculators, it is announced that 
not more than ten seats will be sold to one 
I>erson for either performance. The scale 
of prices is elsewhere published. The com­ 
pany brings with it a carload of costumes, 
stage-fittings, armor, etc. 
The manage­ 
ment announces that all passes are can­ 
celled for this engagement. 
It is wholly 
unnecessary to more than announce the 
appearance of Booth and Barrett. Noth­ 
ing that can be said at this day7 will 
add to or detract from the fame of 
Edwin Booth. It is fortunate that the two 
eminent actors are to be seen in the sub­ 
lime tragedy of “ Julius Ciesar," the one 
as Brutus, the other as Cassius, with such a 
roil as Buckley in the role of Marc Antony. 
The first two, at least, as the San Francisco 
Bulletin says, stand by themselves “ ex­ 
amples of dramatic art, for which there is 
at this day no comparison.” 
Booth is the 
only Brutus who ever has so refined the 
character that when he strikes the deadly 
blow of assassination the look of horror 
his countenance ; assumes interprets the 
agony of a soul moved to the deed through 
conviction of right, yet abhoring the neces­ 
sity for it. As has well been said, Barrett 
long ago took Cassius out of the rut and 
made the character his own above the claim 
of any other living artist. 
In “ O thello” 
we are to have Booth as lago, a role that 
some of his severest critics put down as the 
best he fills, and in which the subtility of 
that remarkable villain of Shakespeare’s is 
more artistically’ presented than Booth can 
do with any other part of any other dra­ 
matic character. W hile th is" is held by 
many, Mr. Booth himself claims his H am ­ 
let to be the level of his best effort. 
It is 
extremely improbable that Mr. Booth will 
ever again visit California, and certainly 
never with such a galaxy of ability as now 
surrounds him . He and Barrett travel in 
a special palace car bearing the name of 
the elder Booth, of an era long since gone 
into dramatic history.
